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NEW HAMPTON RECREATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The New Hampton Recreation Department enjoyed a very successful 
summer program under the direction of Deborah Feltz, Director, and 
Paula Keating, Assistant Director, both from Plymouth State College.

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NEW HAMPTON BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


The New Hampton Bicentennial Committee remained the same as that 
of 1976, as we planned for our Town’s Bicentennial in 1977. The 
Historical Society of New Hampton continued as the sponsoring 
organization. 

A representative from every organization in town made a very large 
committee, and the success of our special observances is, in large measure, 
due to this unified effort. 

Meetings were held in January, March, May, September, and November 
of 1977. 

Since everyone had taken an active part in our National Bicentennial, 
the Committee voted that we should concentrate on one major event; July 
16 was chosen as the day for a Street Fair, with the whole town 
cooperating. The locale: The Village Street, the New Hampton School 
Campus, the New Hampton Community School, and the New Hampton 
Community Church. 

The extensive plans included Antique Exhibits, Arts and Crafts, 
Photography, Book Stall, First Aid Booth, Antiques and Posies, New 
Hampton Community School Song and Dance Group, Historical Tours, 
Country Barber, Town Crier, Roving Photographer, Log Rolling, Games 
for Children, Blue Grass Singers, Band Concert, Square Dancing, Country 
Store and Ale House, Ice Cream Parlor, Pizza Booth, Maple Sugar House, 
Popcorn Stand, Lemonade Stand, Hamburger Stand, Afternoon Tea, 
Smorgasbord. 

The Publicity Committee did an outstanding job and it is estimated 
that over four thousand people attended for some part of the day. 

The Parade Committee assembled the largest parade in the history of 
this little town; it was colorful and well organized, with floats depicting 
our heritage, the Royal Eagles Drill Corps, the Mass. Fifth Regiment, 
Continental Line, the New Chester Fyfe and Drum Corps, Fire Engines 
from many surrounding towns, the Fish and Game Department, and many 
other participants. 

The Reenactment of the Incorporation Ceremony held at the New 
Hampton Community Church was a dignified and impressive service, with 
Dr. J. Duane Squires, Chairman of the New Hampshire American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission, as the speaker. A rededication scroll 
was signed by New Hampton residents. 

Other special events during the year were: a special Memorial Day 
Service at the New Hampton Community Church and the Village 
Cemetery; an outstanding concert presented by The Master Singers, with 
Allen Lannom of Boston University as conductor; Old Home Day, with 
games for young people, a luncheon served under the beautiful trees at the 
Town House (the traditional baked beans, with lots of visiting between old 
and new friends); movies and Square Dancing. Old Home Sunday was a 
fitting climax of that weekend, held in the Dana Meeting House with its 
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sheep pen pews. 

The ‘‘Lasting Reminder’ of our Bicentennial two-year celebration is, 
of course, the Town History. The History Committee, with Mrs. Erwin 
Shaw, Chairman, deserves great credit for their many efforts during these 
- two years. On November 27, 1977, the Town History ‘‘A Small Gore of 
Land”’ was available for sale on the exact same date that our Town was 
incorporated two hundred years ago! 

Space does not permit a detailed report of this memorable year, but it 
will linger in the thoughts as a lasting memory of a town united in spirit as 
they paused to remember their heritage.

NEW HAMPTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1977 Annual Report 


As another year passes it is a pleasure to report the Town of New 
Hampton completed its third consecutive year without a highway accident 
fatality. In fact, there were no accidental deaths reported for the past year. 
There were 8 burglaries to private homes reported; of these, 4 were cleared 
by arrests and 2 of the reports declared nothing missing. There were 5 
burglaries reported by businesses; 2 of these were cleared by arrest and 1 
reported nothing taken. The department received 27 reports of larceny; 
only 4 of these reports were cleared. The only other serious crime reported 
was a Case involving sexual assualt which was cleared by arrest. Motor 
vehicle violations showed an increase over 1976. Crimes committed by 
juveniles continues to increase here in New Hampton, as across the state. 
There were 1555 telephone calls recorded to the Police Department at the 
dispatch center. . 

The Police Department participated in a federally funded program that 
allowed the department to hire a second police officer in August. 
However, the officer’s employment was terminated in November, and it 
was decided to wait until town meeting before continuing this program or 
making it a permanent position by the vote of the people at the annual 
town meeting. The problems with federally funded grants are numerous, 
including such things as who is eligible to be employed, length of time a 
program will be funded and availability of monies, to name a few. If the 
townspeople want more coverage by the police department, and as chief of 
police | feel it is needed, | think it should be funded by the town. | would 
like to point out that the national average for suburban areas is 2.2 
full-time law enforcement employees per 1,000 inhabitants. Once again | 
think you for your cooperation and support.

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NEW HAMPTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Several years’ efforts have culminated in a request currently under 
consideration by the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation. The funds will enable 
the Town of New Hampton to purchase almost 220 acres of land on the 
southwest shore of Pemigewasset Lake to the north shore, including both 
sides of the outlet to Harper Brook and 30-acre Kelley Island. 

Appropriately this land, the first the town will have set aside for 
recreation and conservation purposes, saw Samuel Kelley in 1775, New 
Hampton’s first settler, cross the frozen pond with his family and settle on 
the hills above. Though ten ponds of varying sizes lie within the town, 
until now there has been no public beach area within the town. 

The Commission is pleased its search for land over the years for a 
town nursery and beach has resulted in much more than we could have 
hoped for. We applaud the foresight of State Park Associates and J. 
Willcox Brown of Dunbarton, who were able to set aside Kelley Island for 
conservation purposes. If the proposal is approved before summer, 
hopefully a modest effort will provide a beach for the summer recreation 
program. 

The mainland is of mixed terrain, open fields and uplands, some of 
which rise steeply. A mixed growth of hemlock and pine will be a source 
of revenues when selectively timbered. The mixed hardwoods will further 
provide a natural cover for flower and fauna which abound. A valuable 
marsh and swamp area which provides a bird haven will be a conservation 
education resource. 

Other activities of the Commission this year have involved testifying 
at hearings on environmental concerns. Aaron Jaffa testified before the 
Special Board for the Commission against a proposed dredge and fill 
request at Forest Pond. The property owner will seek a more moderate 
solution. 

Commission members spoke at the Concord and Plymouth hearings 
of the Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission on the request of 
the Town of Lincoln to increase their effluent into the Pemigewasset. 
Several points brought up by New Hampton speakers were implemented, 
the most significant being an increased monitoring program (perhaps the 
severest ever initiated by the WSPCC) and the legislative request to 
upgrade the classification of the one remaining stretch of river from C to 
B. Many New Hampton residents contacted the Conservation Commission 
on the river question, signed the petition sent to our legislators requesting 
the classification change, wrote letters and/or personally appeared before 
the WSPCC. Mr. H. Thomas Urie, Mr. and Mrs. Roswell Green, New 
Hampton Planning Board, Mrs. Peggy Swain and Mr. Marvin Cohen of 
Shady Lane aided the effort to keep the river clean.

The Commission’s landscaping effort is continuing at the Fire House. 
All the basic plantings are in. Approximately 25 shrubs and trees were 
installed with yards of mulch put around them and a large grass area 
planted (this will need some additional seeding this spring). Thanks to the 
efforts of Chief Powers’ men. It would have been impossible without their 
help. 

The Commission in cooperation with the Fire Department has 
contacted owners/agents of two burned buildings and hopefully these will 
be removed this spring. 

The Lakes Region Planning Commission is assisting with a wetlands 
inventory. Planner Mary Guariglia visited the Commission this fall. 

The Conservation Commission will carry forth approximately $300 
from last year’s fund, amazingly. Two donations, however, greatly aided 
the Commission work this year; one was the greater part of the appraisal 
cost for the conservation/recreation project and the other enabled us to 
hire a number of teenagers to assist with the work at the fire house and 
mini park. Much appreciation and thanks.
